SCHOOLMAN  OF  DISTINCTION 

At  this  year’s  Spring  Reunion  on  June  2 a special  award 
was  given  to  William  Ian  Mackenzie  Turner  2T5.  Bill  Turner 
was  awarded  the  title  ‘Schoolman  of  Distinction’,  and  a 
$1500  scholarship  was  named  after  him  to  honour  over  40 
years  of  activity  with  the  Engineering  Alumni  Council. 

Throughout  the  years  Bill  has  been  involved  in  almost 
every  phase  of  undergraduate  and  alumni  activities.  As  an 
undergraduate  he  was  involved  in  class  organizations  and 
the  Engineering  Society.  As  an  alumni  he  has  held  a 
number  of  positions  including  that  of  president  of  the 
Engineering  Alumni  Council.  Currently  he  is  a member  of 
the  Faculty  Council,  the  Faculty  Scholarship  and  Awards 
Committee,  the  Loan  Committee  of  the  UTAA,  the  Selection 
Committee  for  the  Engineering  Alumni  Hall  of  Distinction, 
and  chairman  of  the  Engineering  Alumni  Honours  and 
Awards  Committee. 

He  was  also  largely  responsible  for  the  creation  of  the 
2T5  Meritorious  Service  Medal  Award  and  chairman  of 
the  selection  committee  for  that  award. 

All  these  accomplishments  come  as  no  surprise  to  any- 
one who  knows  Bill.  He  has  an  unmatched  interest  and 
enthusiasm  for  all  activities.  We  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
and  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  are 
lucky  to  be  able  to  count  him  among  our  alumni.

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THE  HALL  OF  DISTINCTION 


After  many  years  as  a nascent  concept,  The  Hall  of  Distinction  at 
the  University  of  Toronto  was  inaugurated,  on  June  3,  1977,  as  a 
joint  venture  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering 
and  the  Engineering  Alumni  Association,  to  grant  overt  acknowl- 
edgment to  Toronto  engineering  graduates  who  have  given 
exceptional  engineering  service  during  their  careers. 

The  Engineering  Alumni  Hall  of  Distinction  originally  conceived 
some  years  ago  by  Roy  F.  Gross  3T5  was  in  its  conceptual  phase 
called  the  Hall  of  Fame  and  was  to  be  built  next  to  the  foyer  of 
the  Galbraith  Building,  overlooking  the  quadrangle.  The  name 
was  changed  to  The  Hall  of  Distinction  as  scientists  and  engineers 
are  rarely  as  well  known  to  the  public  as  are  sports  figures. 
Following  the  disastrous  Sandford  Fleming  fire  of  February,  1977 
funds  that  had  been  earmarked  for  the  construction  of  the  Hall 
were  re-allotted  to  the  rebuilding  of  the  Sandford  Fleming  build- 
ing. With  this  change  in  priorities  relocation  of  the  Hall  in  the 
renovated  building,  scheduled  for  completion  in  late  1980 
appeared  to  be  desirable,  particularly  as  costs  of  construction 
would  be  substantially  reduced. 

The  prime  requirement  for  eligibility  is  graduation  from  S.P.S. 
or  the  Faculty  and  an  engineering  career  of  distinction,  so  that 
nominations  can  be  made  for  persons  either  living  or  dead.  Calls 
for  nominations  are  made  annually  in  several  engineering  publica- 
tions (see  elsewhere  in  this  issue)  and  both  new  and  previous 
submissions  are  considered  by  the  Selection  Committee,  which  is 
widely  representative.  The  1977-78  Committee  comprised:  Prof. 
P.  P.  Biringer  (Chairman),  D.  M.  Crawford  (Undergraduate,  7T9), 
J.  H.  Fox  (2T7,  Alumni  Advisory  Board),  J.  T.  Horn  (4T9,  Secretary 
of  Alumni  Council),  Prof.  Emeritus  L.  E.  Jones  (Engineering 
Curator),  G.  J.  Thomson  (4T8,  Third  Vice-President)  and  W.  I.  M. 
Turner  (2T5,  Chairman  of  Alumni  Honours  and  Awards  Committee). 

The  Selection  Committee  recommendations  are  then  submitted 
simultaneously  to  the  Faculty  Council  Executive  Committee  and 
the  Engineering  Alumni  Council  for  final  selection  and  ratification. 

The  ten  awards  for  1978,  announced  at  the  Spring  Reunion 
Dinner  on  June  2,  1978,  are  as  follows: 

William  Elbert  Corman,  0T9  (S.P.S.)  Mechanical  and  Electrical 
(1887-1973) 

"Gave  distinctive  and  distinguished  war-time  service  in  design/ 
production  of  specialized  military  and  naval  equipment  during 
world  War  II;  Allied  combating  of  U-boat  menace  was  made  pos- 
sible by  detection  equipment  assembled,  under  absolute  secrecy, 
in  the  cellar  of  Casa  Loma,  Toronto". 

Edward  Moore  Proctor,  0T9  Civil  (1882-1972) 

Noted  as  an  innovative  manager  in  the  development  of  muni- 
cipal projects  through  professional  engineering  which  displayed 
vision  and  conviction;  co-founder  of  a Toronto  consulting  firm 
now  serving  international  as  well  as  local  clients  in  municipal 
engineering. 

Stewart  Young,  1T2  Civil  (1884-1967) 

A veteran  Regina  engineer,  public  servant  and  productive  com- 
munity worker;  his  noteworthy  career  involved  public  works  and 
highways  and,  for  over  25  years,  pioneering  and  imaginative 
undertakings  in  community  planning,  for  which  latter  he  was 
Director  (in  Saskatchewan's  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs). 

Richard  Lankaster  Hearn,  1T3  Civil  (1890-  ) 

Specialist  in  design  and  construction  of  hydro-electric  plants; 
Chief  Engineer  and  Chairman  of  Ontario  Hydro;  war-time  consul- 
tant to  special  agencies;  helped  to  develop  atomic-energy  gener- 
ation for  civilian  needs;  first  Chancellor  of  Brock  University  (St. 
Catharines,  Ontario). 

Gordon  Frederick  Tracy,  2T1  Electrical  (1896-1977) 

Originator  of  the  concept  underlying  Canada's  unique  automatic 
frequency-time  regulator  for  electric  power  systems;  gave  wise 
academic  leadership  in  heading  up  Electrical  Engineering  at 


Wisconsin  and  at  Toronto;  an  accomplished  musician,  devoted 
churchman  and  energetic  supporter  of  professional  societies. 

George  Burwash  Langford,  2T3  Mining  (1898-1977) 

International  activity  as  consulting  mining  geologist  contributed 
to  discovery  and  development  of  major  ore  bodies;  teaching, 
research  and  administration  at  academic  and  governmental  levels 
(first  Director  of  Great  Lakes  Institute),  with  great  public  service 
in  Ontario  and  municipal  agencies;  tireless  worker  for  enhance- 
ment of  professional  engineering  and  a prime  mover  for  the  up- 
grading in  scope  and  status  of  technicians  and  technologists. 

Frank  Arthur  Forward,  2T4  Chemical  (1902-1972) 

Noted  academic  in  mining  and  metallurgy  at  University  of 
British  Columbia;  served  with  distinction  on  War  Metals  Research 
Board  and  as  Director  of  Science  Secretariat,  Privy  Council 
Office;  developed  the  "Forward  Process",  making  possible  devel- 
opment of  many  Canadian  ore  bodies  for  extraction  of  non- 
ferrous  metals. 

James  Arthur  Chamberlin,  3T6  Mechanical  (1915-  ) 

Major  design  contributor  in  Canadian  aviation  (Noorduyn 
"Norseman",  CF-100  Fighter,  C-102  Jetliner,  CF-105  "Arrow" 
Interceptor);  prime  mover  and  design  leader  in  U.S.  manned 
space-flight  projects  (Mercury  spacecraft,  2-man  Gemini  vehicle, 
lunar  mission  of  Project  Apollo). 

William  McColl  Armstrong,  3T7  Chemical  (1915-  ) 

Research  and  consulting  metallurgist;  widespread  service  in 
professional  societies,  governmental  and  public  agencies  and 
industry;  full-range  involvement  in  teaching  and  administration 
at  University  of  British  Columbia,  with  distinctive  contributions 
at  many  levels  of  post-secondary  education  and  research 
administration. 

Albin  Iver  Johnson,  4T6  Chemical  (1924-1977) 

A wide-ranging,  far-reaching  pioneer,  innovator  and  adminis- 
trator in  the  use  of  academic  resources  for  industrial  enhance- 
ment; a dedicated  teacher,  wise  and  sympathetic  counsellor  and 
prolific  writer  with  an  academic  career  at  four  universities,  latterly 
as  Dean  at  University  of  Western  Ontario;  occupied  a position  at 
the  forefront  of  chemical  engineering,  as  a vital  interface  between 
the  professional  engineer  and  his  community. 

The  physical  Hall  of  Distinction  will  be  a dignified  and  attractive 
architectural  feature  on  the  second  floor  of  the  rehabilitated 
Sandford  Fleming  building.  In  the  Book  of  Remembrance,  a page 
will  be  devoted  to  each  Member  — the  Book  to  be  handsomely 
leather-bound  and  housed  in  a secure  display  case,  with  a regular 
schedule  of  page  turning.  A series  of  other  cases  will  endeavour 
to  dramatize  the  careers  of  the  Members,  through  captioned 
exhibits  of  documents,  models  and  artifacts.  The  proposed  loca- 
tion and  nature  of  The  Hall  of  Distinction  will  thus  give  the  visitor 
an  opportunity  for  quiet  contemplation  and  appreciation  of  our 
contribution  to,  and  heritage  in,  the  engineering  profession. 

The  completion  of  this  aspect  must  await  the  reconstruction 
schedule,  but  in  the  meantime  the  Book  pages  are  being  prepared, 
in  hand-lettered  format,  for  limited  reproduction  by  printing  press 
on  high-quality  paper,  each  to  be  individually  signed.  For  a 
deceased  Member,  copies  will  be  sent  to  next-of-kin,  while  for  a 
living  Member,  a copy  will  be  framed  in  blue  and  gold,  the  Faculty 
colours,  and  presented  as  a certificate. 

We  are  gratified  to  report  that  all  three  of  the  living  Members 
for  1978  (Hearn,  Armstrong  and  Chamberlin)  were  in  attendance 
at  the  Dinner  on  June  2,  to  receive  these  presentations  from  the 
hands  of  Association  President  Roy  F.  Gross  and  Dean  Bernard 
Etkin,  with  the  other  signatory,  University  President  John  R.  Evans, 
sitting  close  by.  All  three  of  the  recipients  voiced  their  thanks, 
with  the  words  of  Dr.  R.  L.  Hearn,  the  most  senior  living  Member, 
giving  a special  awareness  of  the  concept  of  The  Hall  of 
Distinction.
